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The denial of one particular doc- 
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ILLITERACY IS NOT CHARACTERISTIC OF 
CATHOLICS AND THOSE OF FOREIGN BIRTH. 


The explanations offered for the unpardonable 
high percentage of illiteracy in the United States do 
not explain. ose who speak from prejudice are 
prone to blame the condition (without any attempt at 
verification) on the foreigner or on the Catholic 
Church. But according to the statistics gathered by 
the. government, illiteracy is highest in those states 

ere the percentage of foreigners and of Catholics 
is smallest. In the South Atlantic States the percen- 
tage is 16 per cent; in the East South-Central group it 
is 17.4. These States are strongholds of Protestantism 
and even of anti-Catholicism, and the population is al- 
most entirely native-born. 

_ The World-Herald, of Omaha, Nebr., comments 
on the illiteracy condition as follows: 

“Excepting only our neighbor State, Iowa, there is less illiteracy 
in Nebraska than in any other State, the percentage for Nebraska 
being 1.9 and for Iowa 1.7. ©. . Our State has been settled by large 
colorties of Germans, Bohemians, Swedes, Danes, while in Omaha there 
is a truly polyglot population, including, in addition to those enumer- 
ated, Italians, Greeks, Syrians, Poles, Lithuanians, Hungarians, Bel- 
gians, Jews, and other nationalities.” 

In 1910, when the last United States census was 
taken up, there were 5,516,163 persons over ten years 
old who could not read nor write; nearly three-fifths 
of this number were ‘whités, nearly three-fourths of 
the total were born in this country. Last year the 
Government discovered that 700,000 men of draft age 
were illiterate. The percentage would be even greater 
were it not for the Catholic Church which built 
schools and enforced quasi-compulsory education even 
in those States which have had no law to make school 
attendance obligatory. 

In places where the foreign element was strong it 
is true that the Church taught in her schools the lan- 
guage of the children’s parents, but never to the ex- 
clusion of the language of this country. 

No Hoke-Smith Bill, no other kind of Bill is neces- 
sary to Americanize children of foreign-born Catho- 
lics. The application of no new Bill could result in 

roducing better American citizens than the Parochial 
hools are, by the very nature of their curriculum, 
caleulated to develop. The children are taught that 
loyalty to the country in which they live is not merely 
a patriotic duty, but a conscientious obligation—“For 
God and Courtry” is the Catholic slogan.
